"Souling"  with  Smokey  Robinson 
highlighted  the  Friday  night  entertain- 
ment of  the  1968  Homecoming.  Con- 
tributing to  the  excitement  were  the 
Miracles,  who  opened  the  show  with  a 
fast-moving  Motown  Revue.  On  Satur- 
day, the  stage  was  set  for  the  gridiron 
match  with  Southeast  Missouri  State. 
Strong  moral  support  from  students 
and  visiting  alumni  helped  carry  the 
Braves  to  a  22-19  victory.  That  night, 
the  New  Colony  Six  performed  for 
the  traditional  Homecoming  Dance  at 
the  Pere  Marquette. 
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The  magnificent  dream  of  Lydia  Moss 
Bradley,  who  envisioned  an  institute 
of  higher  learning  as  a  memorial  to  her 
husband,  was  recounted  for  all  the 
students  of  Bradley  at  the  annual  con- 
vocation. Another  phase  of  Mrs.  Brad- 
ley's dream  was  realized  with  the  con- 
struction of  Olin  Hall,  dedicated  to 
the  enrichment  of  the  University  —  to 
preparing  students  for  the  constant 
challenge  of  new  science.

Face-lift  Begins

Student  Protest  Results  In  Library  Improvement 


Basic  discontent  with  the  Cullom- 
Davis  Library  inadequacies  coupled 
with  a  question  of  priority  in  the 
University's  $5  million  building  pro- 
gram brought  unprecedented  student 
action  and  one  of  the  most  tense 
moments  in  Bradley's  history.  Spark- 
ing the  student  unrest  was  an  admin- 
istrative allotment  of  $9,000  to  Black 
Culture  Week  sponsored  by  the  Black 
Students'  Alliance.  All-school  meet- 
ings and  conferences  were  held,  stu- 
dent leaders  deliberated,  the  President 
and  students  negotiated,  and  $1.5 
million  was  promised  to  Cullom-Davis 
Library  over  a  three  year  period.

Football:  A  Tough  Season  For  Coach  Stone

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Hopeful  effort,  a  hard  schedule,  and 
heavy  injuries  combined  to  finish  the 
1968  Bradley  football  season  with  a 
4-6  record.  The  highlight  of  the  season 
was  the  22-19  Homecoming  upset 
over  Southeast  Missouri  which  was 
capped  during  the  fourth  quarter  by  a 
80  yard  march  to  paydirt  and  a  strong 
defense  which  boosted  the  teams 
confidence  for  the  rest  of  the  season. 
Sophomore  fullback  Tom  Stephano, 
the  workhorse  of  the  backfield,  gained 
a  net  of  537  yards  in  154  carries  for 
an  average  of  3.4  yards  per  carry. 
Junior  quarterback  Larry  Selinger 
spread  out  his  1 1 5  completed  passes 
between  Mike  Dafferner,  Tom  Steph- 
ano, Ernie  Pierantoni,  and  Tom 
Whitney.  The  small  but  rough  sopho- 
more Mike  Kepple  grabbed  off  5 
interceptions  highlighting  his  top- 
notch  defense. 
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Injuries  Hinder 
Team  Strength 


The  season  was  filled  with  several 
individual  disappointments,  including 
the  sub-par  health  of  co-captain  Jerry 
Rapplean  and  a  bad  ankle  which  kept 
sophomore  end  Tom  Whitney  out  for 
the  last  half  of  the  season.
